In announcing the schedule adopt- 


ed, Earl F. Priest, county assessor, 
today stated that nitmy farmers had 
been clamoring for a reassessment of 
farm lands, because they were as- 
sessed too high. 


Ho pointed out tliat it "is not within 


the power of the assessors to put 
new assessment values on .farm lands 
becau.se the state law plainly pro- 
vides that real estate .shall be as- 
sessed only every four years, and 
thai the last assessment was in 1!I'J2. 
This means 
that there 
will lie no 


assessment of real" estate until 192(5. 


Mr. Priest pointed out thai 
the 


assessors should not be blamed be- 
cause the law is the law and must be 
followed. 


He expressed the view, however, 


that farm land is assessed on the 
average of tWf(it.V-fivc percent too 
high. H« based this estimate on 
a 


comparison ho has 
made between 


sales of fai'iin lands and their as- 
sessed value. 


The county assessor said that in 


his opinion, improvements on

land were not too 'high.

figuring in the appraisal.
